The Abstract of the Disclosure is objected to because line 3, "comprising" , "lines 3,7 "means" 
must be deleted. The abstract also appears to be a duplicate of claim 1 . Correction is required. See 
M.P.E.P. § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format of an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate 
sheet within the range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 250 words in length 
since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form 
and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said", should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details.

6,24) Col. 1, line 60, states information is momentary. 

7,25-27) Col. 4, line 27 states database (not shown) is available. 

8,9,10,28) Col. 4, line 26, states that the data can be accessed via the internet. 

12) Data 21,23 and operating/stats 18. 

13-16,29-33) Camera 21 is stated as for security purposes. Col. 3, lines 49-51.. Line 44, states 
fault messages. 

18,35) Col. 3, lines 19-40 state elevator information. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12-30-09 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Claim 1 states a means for obtaining a first information regarding a person using the 
transportation device and second information regarding the status of the transportation device. An 
association means creates an association between the information. No limitations to a system for 
storing and searching surveillance footage appears present. 



Applicant states that no association means is present. 
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As stated above figure 1 illustrates an elevator communication system, 



The abstract states a server 1 1 " stores user personal information profiles and information to be 
communicated ...communicates a portion of the stored information based upon the associated 
profile... connected to various different sources of data to collect..." 

Col. 2, lines 36-67 states that a ID unit 12 determines a user which also registers (during ID) a 
profile (from profile unit 15) of the user which is communicated to server 1 1 . 



Concurrently, an elevator unit 18 with operating data 20 and statistics 19 provide elevator specific 
information (col. 3, lines 19-48) to server 11. 



A display unit 17 and touchscreen 18 are then presented with user-specific data, See col. 4, lines 
1-4. 
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As stated above, the abstract clearly states that an association is present. 



No other argument appear present.
